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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Kent Sieffert on February 1 , 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the claims; 

1) In claim 18 3 on line 8, after "within" change "the" to - a - 

on line 8, after "codes" insert - applied to generate the signal — 

2) In claim 34, on line 8, after "array" insert - wherein the array has M columns and 
K+L rows wherein L is a function of the communication channel length and M represents a 
number of spreading codes with a set of spreading codes applied to generate the signal -

2. Claims 1-3,5-15,17-25,27-30,32-34 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art has been 
found to teach or suggest a chip interleaving method or device wherein a set of M chips formed 
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for each of K symbols are interleaved in an array of M columns and K+L, where L is a function 
of the communication channel length.

Kitagawa et al (US 6,636,723) teaches chip deinterleaving and dispreading the 
deinterleaved chips. See Fig. 5. 

Matui (US 6,438,1 18) teaches equalizing despreaded chips. See Fig. IB.
